As  many  as  5  railcars  of 
lumber  per  day  were  shipped  from  the  mill 
in  its  heyday.

4.  The  Selectmen  of  the  Town  are  authorized  to  adopt  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  controlling  type,  manner  and  procedure  of  disposal  of  refuse 
and  other  solid  waste  at  the  solid  waste  facilities  of  the  Town  as  they  may 
deem  proper  and  necessary  for  their  reasonable  governance  provided  no 
such  rules  and  regulations  shall  become  eflfective  until  14  days  following 
reasonably  noticed  public  hearing  and  publication  of  the  proposed  rules 
and  regulations  as  adopted  by  the  Selectmen. 

5.  This  bylaw  shall  become  eflfective  on  its  passage. 

ARTICLE  37.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Town  enjoyed  a  good  financial  year  in  1986  as  the  tax  rate  was 
lowered  to  $13-15  per  thousand  dollars  of  valuation.  There  is  no  question 
that  the  amount  of  new  growth  in  Bartlett  is  the  leading  contributor  towards 
this  low  rate.  However,  if  you  look  at  other  areas  throughout  the  State  that 
have  had  similar  growth  you  will  see  that  because  of  increased  services  and 
other  citizen  requests,  tax  rates  have  either  increased  or  skyrocketed.  The 
new  tax  base  is  good  but  we  must  be  careful  to  still  maintain  a  watchful  eye 
on  spending  and  use  cost  saving  measures  wherever  possible. 

As  you  may  notice  the  1 986  Budget  was  overspent  in  certain  areas.  This 
past  year  many  unexpected  situations  arose  including  engineering  and  cost 
of  fill  at  the  dump  totalling  over  $24,000  alone  and  costs  at  the  Parker  Pit 
disposal  area  rose  due  to  the  necessity  of  hiring  an  attendant  to  be  at  this  site 
during  open  hours.  An  extra  $5,000  was  spent  for  fire  truck  repair  and 
replacement  of  hose  for  which  we  were  reimbursed  by  our  insurance 
company.  Approximately  $5,000  of  the  police  overspending  was  due  to  extra 
patrols,  including  a  summer  Village  patrol  and  training  of  the  new  officer 
who  took  John  Moult on's  place.  The  majority  of  the  overspending  on  Legal 
Expenses  was  for  a  juvenile  placement  which  the  court  ordered  the  Town  to 
pay.  There  is  also  $3,000  in  this  year's  budget  to  finish  paying  the  case  as  it 
appears  the  Selectmen  will  lose  their  court  battle  for  this  amount.  We  hope 
this  coming  year  will  not  spring  any  surprises. 

Growth  and  how  to  deal  with  it  was  assuredly  one  of  Bartlett's  hottest 
topics  during  the  past  year  and  has  all  the  indications  of  being  in  the  forefront 
during  1987.  Growth,  zoning,  and  planning  are  all  issues  that  create 
controversy  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  future,  as  has  been  the  case  in  the  past, 
the  residents  of  Bartlett  will  talk,  argue,  compromise  and  come  up  with 
workable  plans  that  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the  whole  town. 

One  of  the  biggest  pluses  to  come  out  of  the  latest  growth,  condo,  zoning 
controversies  is  the  increased  amount  of  citizen  action  and  involvement. 
Hopefully  this  involvement  will  continue  in  other  areas  throughout  the 
town.  Bartlett  needs  more  citizen  participation  in  its  government. 

In  addition  to  their  regular  duties,  the  road  crew  rebuilt  a  long  section  of 
Linderhof  and  gravelled  and  tarred  Town  Hall  Road  from  the  East  Branch 
Bridge  to  the  town  line.  During  1987  a  major  project  will  be  rebuilding  a  bad 
curve  on  Jericho  Road  and  some  upgrading  of  Jenks  Hill  Road. 

Snowplowing  is  also  a  major  topic  of  conversation  and  great  strides  have 
been  made  to  improve  the  quality  of  snow  removal.  During  school  time  the 
school  bus  routes  are  taken  care  of  first  followed  by  hilly  roads  and  then  flat 
roads.  When  school  is  not  in  session,  the  crew  alternates  the  plowing 
schedule  so  throughout  the  winter  everyone  will  have  a  chance  to  be  the  first 
road  plowed  a  few  times  throughout  the  year.  We  have  increased  our  salt  to 
sand  ratio  this  year  to  not  only  try  to  clear  the  roads  sooner  but  cut  down  on 
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labor,  sand  and  equipment  costs  resulting  from  continuing  sanding  after  a 
storm.  Winging  always  presents  a  problem  but  it  is  something  that  must  be 
done  to  provide  safe  roads  and  the  crew  tries  to  minimize  the  effect  of 
winging  but  in  heavy  winters  like  this  it  is  sometimes  impossible  to  not 
deposit  some  snow  in  driveways. 

Along  with  the  increase  in  development  comes  more  road  building  and 
the  Road  Agent  is  kept  quite  busy  checking  on  each  phase  of  the  road 
construction  in  each  development  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Town's 
road  specifications.  The  Selectmen  hired  an  engineer  to  help  with  road 
development  in  one  area  and  will  continue  to  hire  engineers  on  a  part- 
time/as  needed  basis  in  the  ftirure  to  help  keep  up  with  construction  of  new 
roads. 

The  Bartlett  Fire  Department  has  made  great  strides  organizationally  and 
equipment-wise  in  its  ability  to  accomplish  its  mission.  Problems  continue  to 
exist,  however,  in  manpower  and  on-site  water  supplies.  The  Fire  Chief, 
Roger  Labbe,  is  working  constantly  to  build  up  the  manpower  pool  and  to 
obtain  State  certification  for  members  of  the  department;  the  Town  builds  a 
strategically  located  dry  hydrant  at  least  once  a  year;  and  the  subdivision 
regulations  have  been  amended  to  require  an  on-site  water  supply  at  each 
subdivision  development.  In  1986  the  Fire  Chief  and  a  representative  from 
the  State  Fire  Marshal's  office  inspected  16  subdivision  developments.  Six 
developments  were  cited  for  discrepancies  primarily  in  furnance/boiler 
rooms.  The  fire  department  is  monitoring  corrective  action.  As  the  result  of  a 
newly  instituted  reporting  system,  the  State  now  fiarnishes  the  towns  with  a 
computer  printout  reflecting  historical  firefighting  activity.  The  first  reports 
for  January  through  September  1986  are  included  herein  for  your  infor- 
mation (a  separate  report  is  included  for  the  Bartlett  station  and  the  Glen 
station). 

The  Town  Sanitary  Landfill  is  nearing  the  end  of  its  useful  life.  Our  contract 
with  Garland  Ridge  Corporation  ends  in  December  1989.  In  order  to  extend 
the  life  of  the  site  until  December  1989  it  has  been  necessary  to  re-negotiate 
our  agreement  with  Garland  Ridge  to  provide  for  an  expansion  to  the  dump 
area  and,  if  necessary,  a  lift  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  the  Town  until 
the  end  of  the  contract.  These  modifications  result  in  a  modest  increase  in 
costs  to  the  Town  which  still  keep  the  total  costs  well  under  the  prevailing 
costs  for  disposition  of  solid  waste.  The  major  effort  at  this  time  for  the  future 
is  the  proposal  for  a  county-wide  incinerator/landfill  on  County  Farm 
property  in  Ossipee.  If  all  else  fails  we  maybe  forced  to  resort  to  utilization  of 
the  Bartlett-Jackson  jointly  owned  land.  The  Town  has  agreed  to  pay  Garland 
Ridge  Corp.  $15,500  for  the  use  of  apiece  of  land  infamously  known  as  "the 
Hole"  which  will  be  maintained  by  them  as  a  site  to  deposit  demolition  and 
building  materials,  etc.  The  Town  had  been  ordered  by  the  State  to  fill  this 
hole  with  clean  fill,  so  by  depositing  other  approved  material  there,  we  are 
providing  a  needed  service  and  saving  some  money  that  would  have  been 
spent  for  trucking  and  the  required  fill.

The  Bartlett  Public  Library  circulated  7,440  books  in  1 986,  and  added  552 
new  books  to  its  collection.

Your  librarian  attended  the  following  workshops  and  meetings:

•  Workshop  for  school  librarians.  White  Mountain  Regional  School. 

She  also  completed  her  degree  program  through  the  School  for  Life-Long 

Learning  and  graduated  with  a  degree  in  library  service. 

The  library  applied  for  a  grant  through  the  Henney  Fund  to  be  used  to  copy 
the  old  town  records  onto  acid-free  paper.  A  copy  of  these  records  will  be 
kept  at  the  library  and  in  the  Henney  Room,  Conway  Public  Library. 

The  proposed  budget  is  requesting  funds  for: 

'  an  outside  book  return  which  will  allow  patrons  to  return  books  when 
the  library  is  not  open.  This  is  recommended  to  meet  the  standards 
established  by  the  State  Library 

•  a  library  circulation  desk  (to  be  partially  funded  by  the  school)  to 
replace  the  old  oak  desk  which  is  somewhat  inadequate 
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Recently  a  letter  went  out  to  interested  citizens  in  regards  to  organizing 
committees  to  gather  information  and  hopefully  print  a  town  history  before 
the  town's  bi  centennial.  If  you  are  interested  in  working  on  this  project 
PLEASE  CALL  THE  LIBRARY.  A  meeting  will  be  held  soon  after  town 
meeting. 

The  hours  the  library  is  open  are  listed  below.  It  is  okay,  however,  to  use 
the  library  during  the  hours  school  is  open.  Sometimes  classes  are  being  held 
and  the  patron  may  have  to  check  out  his  own  books,  but  in  most  cases  the 
librarian  will  be  available  to  help  out.

DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


This  past  year  has  seen  some  remarkable  changes  in  the  town.  The 
economy  has  remained  strong,  building  continues  at  a  rapid  pace  and  both 
day-trippers  and  extended  vacationers  are  at  an  all  time  high.  This  has  been 
reflected  in  an  increase  in  the  activity  of  the  department.  I  propose  in  my 
1987  budget  to  provide  additional  coverage  during  the  vacation  and 
weekend  periods.  At  the  present  time  I  feel  it  can  best  be  done,  and  most 
economically,  with  certified  and  trained  special  officers. 

This  past  June  John  Moulton  left  the  department  and  is  now  the  Chief  of 
Police  in  Jackson.  We  in  the  department  wish  John  the  very  best  in  his  new 
position.  The  town  of  Jackson  should  be  ver\'  pleased  with  their  "new" 
department. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  police  budget  was  over  spent.  This  was  in  part 
due  to  the  hiring  of  a  new  officer,  William  Krim,  who  took  John  Moulton's 
position.  It  was  necessary  to  over  hire  for  a  period  of  time  that  was  used  for 
training  and  familiarization.  Also  the  department  ended  a  lengthy  investi- 
gation that  led  to  the  arrest  of  several  persons  for  major  drug  trafficking 
charges. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Selectmen,  Department  Heads  and  the  Townspeople 
for  their  support.  It  is  through  your  input  that  we  continue  to  meet  your 
needs.

AND

Between  July  1985  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires 
than  normal.  The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again 
children  and  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire 
Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  respon- 
sibility of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber 
harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber 
harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax 
Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

MINUTES 

OF  TOWN  MEETING 

Meeting  opened  at  7:10  PM  by  Moderator  William  Paine. 

Selectman  Chandler  led  the  Plege  of  Allegiance. 

Moderator  Paine  recognized  the  Hellen  Hayes  for  her  courage  in 

participating  in  Town  Meeting  day  as  ballot  clerk  since  her  house 

burned  the  previous  day. 

Moderator  Paine  read  the  posted  warrant  as  follows: 

"To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Bartlett,  New  Hampshire  in  the 
County  of  Carrol  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  the  Town  aflfairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  and  said  Bartlett 
on  Tuesday  the  eleventh  day  of  March  1986  at  nine  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  hereinafter  set  forth.  The 
voting  on  Article  1  will  be  by  official  ballot  and  the  polls  shall  open 
for  balloting  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  shall  not  close 
before  six  o'clock  in  the  evening.  The  following  articles  in  the 
warrant  will  be  acted  upon  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  at  the 
Josiah  Bartlett  Elementary  School  in  Bartlett  Village. 

We  hereby  certify  that  we  posted  a  like  copy  of  said  Town  Warrant 
and  Budget  on  February  24,  1986  at  the  Post  Offices  in  Glen  and 
Bartlett  and  at  the  Town  Hall  in  Intervale  (Bartlett),  the  place  of 
meeting,  all  being  public  places  within  the  said  Town  of  Bartlett, 
New  Hampshire.  Signed  by  Gene  G.  Chandler,  James  F.  Chadbourne, 
and  Frederick  T.  Hodgkins,  Board  of  Selectmen." 

ARTICLE  1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing 
year.  Moderator  Paine  stated  that  the  ballots  had  not  been  totalled  yet 
and  we  would  pass  over  this  article  at  this  time. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of 
the  same.  Motion  to  accept  the  budget  of  $515,300.00  by  Gene 
Chandler,  seconded  by  James  Chadbourne.  Moderator  Paine  recog- 
nized Gene  Chandler  to  explain  the  budget.  Brief  discussion  of  fire 
department  budget.  Brief  discussion  of  dump  issues.  William  Fabrizio 
made  a  motion  to  increase  the  budget  by  $1,800.00  to  allow  the 
ambulance  to  purchase  2  four-channel  two-way  radios,  seconded  by 
Ruth  Ainsworth.  Chandler  explained  that  capital  costs  in  the 
ambulance  are  usually  split  50/50  with  Jackson  and  that  the 
Executive  Director  did  not  ask  the  Ambulance  Committee  for  radios. 
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Vote  was  then  taken  on  the  amended  budget  of  S5 1 7, 100.00  -  Passed. 
Vote  then  taken  on  the  article  as  amended  -  Passed.  (Total  budget 
voted  =  $517,100.00).

Motion  made  and  second  to  accept  article  as 
read.  Vote  was  taken  -  Passed. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds  or  by  any  other  means.  Subject 
only  to  the  interest  of  relatives  and  heirs,  all  disposal  shall  be  by 
public  auction.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  article  as  read. 
Vote  was  taken  -  Passed. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  accept  gifts  and/or  Federal  or  State  aid  in  the  name  of 
the  Town  of  bartlett.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the 
article  as  read.  Vote  was  taken  -  Passed. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  S 1 1 ,000.00  to  purchase  jointly  with  the  Town  of  Jackson  a 
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parcel  of  land  lying  northerly  of  the  presently  owned  Bartlett/- 
Jackson  land  on  Rte.  16  at  the  town  line.  Said  parcel  containing 
approximately  25  acres  more  or  less.  Selectmen  favor.  Gene  G. 
Chandler  made  a  motion  to  table  the  article,  seconded  by  Frederick 
T.  Hodgkins.  Chandler  explained  that  the  Town  of  Jackson  had 
defeated  the  article  at  their  Town  Meeting  earlier  in  the  day.  Brief 
discussion.  Vote  taken  -  table  carries.

-Passed. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $4,000.00  to  repaint  a  fire  truck,  rewire  the  Glen  Fire 
Station,  and  replace  the  front  doors  at  the  Town  Hall  and  authorize 
the  removal  of  $4,000.00  from  the  General  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  for 
payment  of  said  work.  Selectmen  favor.  Motion  made  and  seconded 
to  accept  the  article  as  read.  Brief  discussion.  Vote  was  taken  -  Passed. 

ARTICLE  16.  Appointment  of  a  seven  member  commission  to 
evaluate  the  status  of  the  Town  fire  departments.  To  make  recommenda- 
tions for  staflfing;  operating  procedures;  equipment  purchases  or 
modivicaitons;  proposed  budget  figures  for  operating  and  five  year 
capital  improvement  for  structures  and  major  expense  items;  the 
chairman  of  this  commission  is  to  be  elected  by  its  members,  only 
one  Selectman  is  to  be  on  this  commission.  Funds  apropriated  are  to 
be  used  for  travel,  phone,  consultants,  testing  of  equipment  and 
systems  including  paying  for  fire  dept.  members  time  when  working 
on  tasks  required  by  the  commission.  $5,000  if  funds  This  commis- 
sion will  be  efiect  for  1  year  (article  typed  as  received,  no  editorial 
changes  have  been  made).  Agreeable  to  a  petition  signed  by  Thomas 
M.  Caughey  and  others.  Selectmen  oppose,  commission  established 
in  1976.  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  article  as  read. 
Thomas  Caughey  clarified  the  petition  to  read  $5,000  "in"  funds. 
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Discussion  ensued  re:  inadequacy  of  Bartlett  Village  hydrants, 
specifics  of  the  existing  commission  and  the  proposed  commission, 
importance  of  planning  for  the  future.  Leslie  Mallett  proposed  to 
amend  the  article  to  read  "Appointment  of  a  seven  member 
commission  to  evaluate  the  status  of  the  Town  fire  departments 
consisting  of  one  selectman,  two  members  of  the  fire  department, 
and  four  other  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  the 
chairman  to  be  elected  by  the  commission.  Seconded  by  Gail  Paine. 
Discussion  ensued  re:  who  should  appoint  the  commission  and  cost 
of  the  study.  Mallett  and  Poine  withdrew  the  amendment  and  pro- 
posed it  to  read  the  same  except  that  the  Moderator  appoint  the 
commission  instead  of  the  Selectmen.  Vote  taken  on  the  amendment 
-  passed.  Gene  Chandler  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  article  to 
remove  the  $5,000.00,  seconded  by  Howard  Nichols.

ARTICLE  2  -  A  motion  was  made  by  Norman  Head,  seconded  by  Leslie 
Mallett,  to  establish  an  "AREA  School  Planning  Committee,"  and  to 
authorize  the  Moderator  to  appoint  the  members  thereof  pursuant  to  RSA

in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  (Special  Education) .   An  explanation  was 
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given  by  Norman  Head  and  Dr.  Francis  Murphy,   The  motion  passed  on  a 
voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  7  -  A  motion  was  made  by  Howard  Nichols,  seconded  by 
Leslie  Mallett,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $12,000.00  to  be  used  to  finance  the  position  of  full  time 
Recreational  Director  for  the  initial  period  of  July  1,  1986,  to 
December  31,  1986.   Mr.  Richard  Patch  asked  the  Moderator  to  rule  on 
his  request  to  pass  over  this  article.   The  Moderator  ruled  that  the 
motion  was  first.   Mr.  L.  Joseph  Rivers,  Principal  of  the  school,  made 
the  following  amendment  -  "To  raise  the  sum  of  $12,000.00  to  $18,000.00 
to  finance  the  full-time  position  from  one  half  year  as  stated  to  a 
full  year,  July  1,  1986,  to  June  30,  1987."   The  current  half  year  does 
not  allow  for  appropriated  funds  after  December  31st  through  the  School 
District.   Seconded  by  Karen  Pellegrino.   An  explanation  was  given  by 
Kathryn  Nealley  on  the  amendment.   A  motion  to  table  the  article  was 
made  by  Richard  Patch,  seconded  by  Ruth  Ainsworth.   On  a  standing  vote, 
the  required  2/3  vote  to  pass  the  motion  was  defeated;  57  for,  39 
against.   An  explanation  was  given  by  Dr.  Francis  Murphy  that  the 
position  was  a  town  affair  and  should  not  be  administered  by  the 
school.   The  amendment  to  increase  the  salary  was  defeated  on  a  voice 
vote.   Article  7  was  defeated  on  a  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  8  -  Mr.  Head  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Leslie  Mallett, 
to  have  the  school  district  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$64,258.00  to  fund  all  cost  items  relating  to  teachers'  salaries  and 
benefits  for  the  1986-87  school  year,  which  resulted  from  negotiations 
with  the  teachers  and  represents  the  negotiated  increases  over  this 
year's  salaries  and  benefits.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

By  Dr.  William  A.  Jutras 

To  accomplish  the  high  standards  of  education  quality  we  all  expect  for  our 
youth,  many  people  must  be  involved.   I  am  proud  to  report  that  the  extent  of 
school  and  community  involvement  is  very  good,  and  increasing  every  month. 
This  is  particularly  important  because  we  are  adjusting  to  growth  in  the 
primary  grades  of  most  schools  in  Mt.  Washington  Valley,  new  minimum  standards 
for  elementary  schools  are  approaching  adoption  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, and  we  are  moving  toward  full  compliance  for  students  in  special  educa- 
tion. 

Community  and  faculty  members  have  been  active  in  supporting  special  education 
by  helping  to  re-establish  the  vital  position  of  Director  of  Special  Education. 
People  have  participated  on  curriculum  committees  for  Language  Arts,  Science, 
Health,  and  Transition  programs;  there  are  building  committees  in  Conway, 
Madison,  and  Freedom;  and  there  is  an  AREA  Plan  Committee  with  representation 
from  eight  of  our  nine  districts.   Add  to  this  the  active  and  productive  in- 
volvement of  thirty-one  school  board  members,  central  office  and  building  level 
administrators,  and  especially  your  teachers  and  support  staff,  and  we  are 
getting  results. 

Language  Arts  and  Science  curricula  will  be  ready  for  pilot  in  September  1987; 
construction  plans  have  been  developed  in  Freedom;  Conway  and  Madison  are 
anticipating  purchase  of  portable  classrooms  while  long-term  plans  are 
conceptualized;  and  an  AREA  agreement  awaits  your  vote.   Our  Art  and  Physical 
Education  programs  will  be  given  much  needed  support  by  the  already  approved 
addition  of  teachers  at  the  elementary  level  next  year.   Action  Plans  to 
continue  improvement  of  language  arts,  mathematics,  science,  social  studies, 
and  study  skills  have  been  finalized  for  all  schools. 

There  are  more  results.   The  superintendent's  office  was  successful  in 
obtaining  $48,664  in  a  competitive  grant  for  the  purchase  of  computers  for  use 
by  many  elementary  school  teachers.   We  felt  that  modern  technology  must  be 
more  readily  available  to  teachers  to  assist  them  in  classroom  instruction. 
A  side  benefit  obviously  is  that  teachers  are  becoming  better  able  to  help 
students  learn  more  about  computers.   The  State  of  New  Hampshire  requires 
"Computer  Literacy"  for  graduation.   Within  three  years,  we  expect  all  of  our 
elementary  school  students  to  be  computer  literate  before  they  reach  high 
school. 

New  programs  such  as  Computer  Literacy  often  require  special  training.   Your 
school  boards  and  teachers  are  providing  the  time  for  professional  staff  de- 
velopment by  increasing  the  contract  year  by  two  days.   By  way  of  negotiations, 
Mjjpdison,  Bartlett,  and  Tamworth  have  the  extended  contract,  while  Freedom  and 
M.W.V.E.A.  (art,  physical  education,  nurse,  and  special  education  itinerants) 
will  have  this  next  year. 

As  a  school  system  we  are  growing,  we  are  seeking  better  ways  to  organize  our 
efforts,  and  we  are  improving  instruction.   I  extend  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
the  many  people  who  have  helped  accomplish  so  much,  and  invite  even  more  as  we 
look  forward  to  continued  growth  in  this  complex  and  dymanic  system. 
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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT

In  September  of  1985  we  welcomed  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  students.   For  the 
interest  of  our  community,  our  overall  enrollment  over  the  past  several  years 
has  been  consistent,  if  any,  a  slight  decline. 

1979-80  =  223  1983-84  =  19? 

1980-81  =  222  1984-85  =  196 

1981-82  =  216  1985-86  =  195 

1982-83  =  200  1986-87  =  197  (September) 

Our  average  enrollment  at  the  high  school  is  106  students. 

Our  entire  faculty  returned,  and  we  continued  our  thrust  of  refining  our 
Mastery  Learning  instructional  design  and  our  computer  science  lab  program  for 
all  grades.   We  instituted  cross  grade  grouping  for  mathematics  with  emphasis 
on  all  students  mastering  skills  at  their  success  level.   The  emphasis  paid  off 
as  our  national  achievement  test  scores  showed  significant  math  score  gains. 

Our  sports  program  continued  to  provide  wholesome  activities  for  our  students. 
Junior  high  boys  won  for  the  second  year,  the  Kennett  International  Tournament 
and  our  middle  grade  soccer  team  won  the  Madison  Tournament  for  the  third  year 
in  a  row.   Our  cheerleaders  won  the  Carroll  County  Cheerleading  Tournament. 
The  Drama  Club  presented  the  musical  "SNOOPY"  and  continued  the  school's 
reputation  for  superb  performances.   Our  school  band  and  chorus  performances 
and  the  Art  Festival  highlighted  our  performing  arts  program.   Bartlett  skiers 
continued  their  domination  in  the  area  Junior  Ski  Program.   The  Science  Fair 
for  grades  6-8  was  held  for  the  5th  year  with  community  people  judging  exhibits, 

Our  Community/School  Partnership  expanded  activities  that  enhanced  our 
community  and  school  partnership.   The  Tree  Lighting  Ceremony  was  a  first  for 
the  town;  many  other  community  activities  were  organized.   We  appreciate 
community  people  who  participated  in  C/S  projects. 

Thirty-one  students  graduated  in  June.   The  ceremony  was  held  in  the 
gymnasium.   The  Rev.  Gale  Temperly  gave  the  invocation,  and  the  Rev.  George 
Soberick  gave  the  Benediction.   Greetings  from  the  community  were  given  by 
Elaine  Ryan  and  Harry  Washburn.   Student  greetings  were  presented  by  Daniel 
Ryan,  President,  and  Allyson  Noyes,  Student  Council  Member.   Graduation  honors 
were  presented  to  the  following:  Glen  David  Hayes  Memorial,  Karen  Wilson  and 
Jennie  Jefferson;  Art  Award,  Juane  Rowe;  Music  Av/ard,  Thomas  Fickett;  Drama 
Award,  Jan  Filip;  Science  Award,  Mervin  Wilson;  Social  Studies  Award,  Jennifer 
Kelley;  George  Mulvey  Memorial,  Stacy  Washburn  (Leadership) ;  Faculty  Award, 
Laurie  Stocker;  and  BARA  Best  Boy /Girl  Athlete,  Danny  Ryan  and  Vickey  Bailey. 

The  faculty  and  staff  at  the  Bartlett  School  are  pleased  to  be  a  part  of  a 
community  that  continues  to  take  an  active  and  supportive  interest  in  our 

school . 
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CONWAY  AUTHORIZED  REGIONAL 
ENROLLMENT  AREA  PLAN 

A.  NAME 

The  Conway  schools,  Kennett  High  School,  John  Fuller,  Conwav 
Elementary  and  Pine  Tree,  located  in  Conway,  shall  be  the  AREA 
schools.   Albanv,  Bartlett,  Eaton,  Freedom,  Jackson,  Madison,  and 
Tamworth  shall  be  designated  as  the  sending  districts,  and  Conway  shall 
be  designated  as  the  receiving  district.   The  grades  for  the  AREA 
schools  shall  be  9  through  12  for  Tamworth,  Jackson  and  Bartlett;  7 
through  12  for  Freedom  and  Madison;  and  K  through  12  for  Eaton  and 
Albany.   Jackson  students  in  grades  7  and  8  may  go  to  either  Kennett 
High  School  or  Josiah  Bartlett  Elementarv  School.   Any  sending  district 
may  elect  to  send  pupils  to  schools  in  another  sending  district  upon 
mutual  agreement  by  both  sending  districts  and  the  receiving  district 
(Conway) . 

B.  PURPOSE 

To  assure  every  member  of  the  Conwav  AREA  schools'  student  bodv 
equal  access  to  all  educational  programs  and  opportunities,  membership 
rights,  and  responsibilities  independent  of  their  home  communitv. 

To  provide  a  broader  range  of  program  offerings  for  students  than 
would  otherwise  be  financially  feasible  for  individual  school  districts, 

To  share  eguitably  the  costs  of  education  at  Conway  AREA  schools 
among  the  districts  involved  in  this  plan. 

To  provide  a  mechanism  for  sending  districts  to  actively 
participate  in  the  evaluation  and  planning  of  programs  at  the  Conway 
AREA  schools. 

C.  QUALITY  OF  EDUCATION 

The  Conway  School  District  guarantees  to  operate  schools, 
accredited  and  fully  approved,  consistent  with  the  standards  as  defined 
by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  the  education  of  its  own 
and  sending  district  students,  grades  K  through  12. 

D.  STUDENT  ORIENTATION  AND  CURRICULUM  SERVICES 

Orientation  services  will  be  made  available  by  the  receiving 
district  to  grade  six  pupils  and  grade  eight  pupils  of  the  sending 
districts  for  seventh  and  ninth  grade  placement  and  subject  placement. 
There  will  be  articulation  in  programs  between  elementarv,  junior  and 
senior  high  schools.   The  department  chairpersons  at  Kennett  High 
School  will  have  a  consulting  and  coordinating  role  with  the  curriculum 
of  all  elementary  schools. 

E.  AREA  PUPIL  REGULATIONS 

It  is  understood  that  the  same  pupil  regulations  will  apply  to  the 
AREA  students  from  the  sending  districts  as  to  those  of  the  receivina 
di strict . 

F.  REPORTS  PROVIDED 

All  member  district  boards  will  have  access  to  educational  records 
for  legitimate  educational  purposes  for  pupils  residing  within  their 
districts,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Federal  Familv  Educational  Rights 
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and  Privacy  Act,  also  known  as  the  Buckley  Amendment,  Public  Law  93-380 
(20  use  S.1232g.) . 

All  member  district  boards  will  have  access  to  educational  records, 
with  no  identification  of  individual  students,  for  the  purpose  of 
conducting  evaluations  of  school  programs. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  a  written  report  will  be  made  to  each 
school  board  of  the  sending  districts  concerning  the  achievement  and 
citizenship,  quarterly,  and  attendance  records,  monthly,  of  pupils  from 
that  sending  district  who  are  enrolled  in  the  Conway  AREA. 

G.   SENDING  DISTRICT  PARTICIPATION  IN  CONWAY  BOARD  ACTIVITIES 

The  AREA  sending  district  boards  will  elect  collectively,  one 
representative  to  serve  on  each  of  the  standing  committees  of  the 
Conway  School  Board,  as  voting  members  in  all  advisorv  matters.   All 
sending  district  board  members  are  encouraged  to  attend  all  standing 
committee  meetings  and  meetings  of  the  Conway  School  Board. 

H.   PURPOSE  AND  FREQUENCY  OF  AREA  MEETINGS 

1.  There  shall  be  annually  at  least  three  ioint  meetings  of  the 
Albany,  Bartlett,  Conway,  Eaton,  Freedom,  Jackson,  Madison,  and 
Tamworth  school  boards  as  provided  in  RSA  195-A:5  for  the  purpose  o:*" 
consulting  and  advising  regarding  any  matters  of  ioint  interest.   These 
meetings  will  be  educationally  oriented  and  will  provide  opportunities 
for  the  sending  district  boards  to  be  involved  with  the  program  of 
studies  at  Conway  AREA  schools  and  its  administrative  procedures. 

At  least  one  meeting  per  vear  shall  include  the  discussion 

of  athletics  and  extracurricular  programs  offered  and  their  impact  on 

the  sending  districts  as  well  as  the  receiving  district. 

2.  The  first  joint  meeting  of  the  AREA  school  boards  shall  be  held 
within  60  days  of  the  operating  responsibilitv  date.   Thereafter 
meetings  will  be  held  in  accordance  with  RSA  195-A:5. 

3.  Thereafter  there  shall  be  an  annual  reorganization  meeting  held 
during  the  month  of  May  which  shall  be  called  by  the  agent  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  designated  to  preside  at  such  meeting. 

I.   COMPUTATION  OF  TUITION  RATES  AND  PAYMENT  DUE  DATES 

1.  The  rate  of  tuition  shall  be  determined  annuallv  and  shall  be 
the  per  pupil  cost  of  current  expenses  of  operation  of  the  AREA  schools. 

2.  The  rate  shall  be  determined  for  each  school  for  each 
scholastic  year  preceding  the  year  to  which  tuition  rates  are 
applicable.   Current  expenses  shall  refer  to  the  following  cost  items: 
administration,  instruction,  health  services,  operation  of  plant, 
maintenance  of  plant,  fixed  charges,  school  lunch  and  milk  programs, 
student  body  activities,  SAU  expenses,  and  summer  school.   Fixed 
charges  shall  include  emplovees'  retirement,  teachers'  retirement, 
F.I.C.A.,  and  insurance. 

3.  Such  state  aid  received  under  RSA  198:19  by  the  receivincr 
district  resulting  from  the  attendance  of  pupils  :^rom  the  sending 
districts  to  the  AREA  schools  shall  be  credited  to  the  bene-^^it  of  the 
sending  districts  in  determination  of  the  cost  per  pupil  tuition  rate. 

4.  As  part  of  the  tuition  rate,  there  shall  be  a  rental  charge  as 
provided  in  RSA  195-A:1  (IX  and  X)  in  accordance  with  the  followina 
formula : 

a.   The  totals  of  the  annual  capital  outlay  expenditures  for 

(1)  Kennett  High  School  and  <?.)     the  three  elementarv  schools 

combined,  including  principal  and  interest,  less  anv  and 
all  state  and  federal  aid  reimbursements. 
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b.   The  totals  for  paragraph  4,  section  4a,  shall  be  prorated 
on  the  basis  of  the  average  daily  membership  (preceding 
school  year)  for  (1)  Kennett  High  School  an5  for  (2)  the 
three  elementary  schools  combined,  giving  a  rental  charge 
per  pupil  for  (1)  Kennett  High  School  and  (2)  a  rental 
charge  per  pupil  for  the  combined  elementary  schools. 

5.  The  costs  of  Special  Education  services  provided  by  the 
receiving  district  to  the  students  of  the  sending  districts  shall  be 
assessed  on  each  pupil  served  for  the  actual  costs  of  the  services 
provided, 

6.  Tuition  payments  shall  be  made  by  the  sending  districts  in  each 
fiscal  and  scholastic  year  by  September,  and  quarterly  thereafter 
(December,  March  and  June) .

J.   SETTLEMENT  OF  DISPUTES 

In  case  of  disagreement  as  to  the  interpretation  or  application  of 
this  agreement,  such  controversy  shall  be  submitted,  bv  anv  member 
board,  in  writing  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  which,  after  notice 
and  hearing,  shall  make  a  decision  which  shall  be  final  and  binding. 

K.   METHOD  OF  AMENDMENT 

The  joint  boards  of  the  AREA  districts  may  propose  amendments  to 
this  plan  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  195-A.   No  amendment 
shall  be  effective,  unless  the  question  of  adopting  such  amendment  is 
submitted  at  an  annual  or  special  school  district  meeting  to  the  voters 
of  the  districts  voting  by  ballot  with  the  use  of  a  checklist  after 
reasonable  opportunity  for  debate  in  open  meetings,  and  unless  a 
majority  of  voters  of  each  district  present  and  voting  shall  vote  in 
favor  of  adopting  such  amendment.   The  text  of  such  amendment  shall  be 
included  in  an  appropriate  article  in  the  warrant  of  such  district 
meeting.   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  school  board  of  each  district  to 
hold  a  public  hearing  concerning  the  adoption  of  any  amendment  to  the 
written  plan  at  least  ten  days  before  such  meeting  and  to  cause  notice 
of  such  hearing  and  the  text  of  the  proposed  amendment  to  be  published 
in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  area  before  such  hearing. 

L.   DATE  OF  OPERATING  RESPONSIBILITY 

The  date  of  operating  responsibility  shall  be  July  1,  1987. 

M.   NO  DISCONTINUED  BUILDINGS 

No  existing  school  buildings  in  the  several  school  districts  shall 
be  discontinued  as  a  result  of  this  AREA  plan. 

N.   PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

There  shall  be  a  standing  planning  committee,  consisting  of  two  (2) 
citizens  of  each  sending  district  and  receiving  district,  as  well  as  a 
school  board  member  from  each  district  to  conduct  an  ongoincr  study  of 
the  organizational  structure  of  the  AREA  school  districts.   Committee 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  in  each  district.

AUDITOR'S  REPORT 
ON  FINANCIAL  PRESENTATION 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
Bartlett  School  District 
Bartlett,  New  Hampshire 


We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Bartlett 
School  District  and  the  combining  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements 
of  the  School  District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1985,  as  listed 
in  the  table  of  contents.   Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of 
the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts,  which  should 
be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.   The 
amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  is 
not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above 
present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Bartlett  School  District,  at  June 
30,  1986,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year.   Also,  in  our  opinion,  the 
combining  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  referred  to  above 
present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  each  of  the  funds  and  account  groups 
of  the  Bartlett  School  District,  at  June  30,  1986,  and  the  results  of 
operations  of  such  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the 
preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining  fund  and 
account  group  financial  statements.   The  accompanying  financial  information 
listed  as  supporting  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  is  presented  for 
purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  financial 
statements  of  the  Bartlett  School  District.   Such  information  has  been 
subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  general 
purpose,  combining  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  and,  in  our 
opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the 
financial  statements  of  each  of  the  respective  individual  funds  and  account 
groups,  taken  as  a  whole.

We  have  examined  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  School 
Administrative  Unit  No.  9  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1986,  as 
listed  in  the  table  of  contents.   Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of 
the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts,  which  should 
be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.   The 
amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account  Group  is 
not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above 
present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit 
No.  9,  at  June  30,  1986,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then 
ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on 
a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

Such 
I n fnrma t i nn   ha 8  been  subjected  to  the   auditixig  procedures  applied  in  the 
examination  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion, 
is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  financial 
statements  of  each  of  the  respective  individual  funds  taken  as  a  whole.
